AN  ACT  to  increase  duties  on  imports  and  for 
other  purposes. 
lie  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Uoute  uf  licpra- 
tentativet  of  the  United  Statet  of  America  in  Con- 
gren9  aHtembled,  That  on  and  after  the  first  day 
of  July,  anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  in  lieu  of  tho  duties  heretofore  impos- 
ed by  law  un  the  articles  hereinafter  mentioned, 
there  shall  be  levied,  oolleetod,  and  paid,  on 
goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  herein  enumerat- 
ed and  provided  for,  imported  from  foreign  coun- 
tries, tho  following  duties  and  rates  of  duty,  that 
is  to  say: 

First.  On  teas  of  all  kinds,  twenty-five  cents 
per  pound. 

Second.  On  all  sugar  not  abovo  number, 
twelve,  Dutch  standard  in  color,  three  cents  per 
pound. 

On  all  sugar  above  number  twelve,  and  not 
above  number  fifteen,  Dutch  standard  in  color, 
three  cents  and  'naif  per  pound. 

On  all  sugar  above  number  fifteen  nut  stove- 
dried,  and  not  above  number  twenty,  Dutch 
standard  in  color,  four  cents  per  pound. 

On  all  refined  sugar  in  form  of  loaf,  lump, 
crushed,  powdered,  pulverized,  or  granulated,  and 
all  stovo-driod  or  other  sugar  above  numbci 
twenty,  Dutch  standard  in  color,  five  cents  per 
pound:  Provided,  That  tho  standard  by  which 
the  color  and  grades  of  tugar  aro  to  be  regu- 
lated shall  be  selected  and  furnished  to  tho  col- 
lectors of  such  ports  of  entry  as  may  be  neces- 
sary by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  from  time 
to  time,  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

On  sugar  candy,  not  colored,  ten  cents  per 
pound.  On  all  other  confectionery,  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  made  wholly  or  in  part  of 
sugar,  and  on  sugars  after  being  refined  when 
tinctured,  colored,  or  inany  way  adulterated , 
valued  at  thirty  cents  per  pound  or  less,  fifteen 
cents  per  pound.  On  all  confectionery  valued 
above  thirty  cents  por  pound,  or  when  sold  by 
the  b'jx,  package,  or  otherwise  than  by  the 
pound,  fifty  per  centum,  ad  valorem. 

Third.  On  molasses  from  sugar  cane,  eight  cents 
por  gallon.  On  sirup  of  sugar  cane  juice,  mela- 
do,  concentrated  mclado.  or  concentrated  molas- 
es,  two  cents  and  a  half  per  pound:  Provided, 
That  all  sirup.)  of  sugar  or  sug&r-cane,  cane 
juice,  concentrated  mjlasscs  or  concentrated  me- 
tado,  entered  under  the  name  of  mola.sscs,  or 
any  other  name  than  siru]>  of  sugar,  or  of  sugar- 
cane, cane  juice ,  concentrated  molasses ,  or 
ooncentratetl  melado,  shall  bo  liable  to  forfeit- 
ure to  tho  United  States,  and  the  same  shall  be 
forfeited. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  OQ  and 
after  the. day  and  year  aforesaid,  in  lieu  of  the 
duties  heretofore  imposed  by  law,  on  the  arti- 
cles hereinafter  mentioned,  there  shall  be  levied, 
collected,  and  paid,  on  tho  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandise  enumerated  and  provided  for  in 
this  section,  Imported  from  foriegn  countries, 
the  following  duties  and  rates  of  duty,  that  is 
to  Pay: 

First.  On  brandy,  for  first  proof,  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  per  gallon. 

On  other  spirits,  manufactured  or  distilled  from 
grain  or  other  materials,  for  first  proof,  two  dollars 
per  gallon. 

On  cordials,  and  liqueurs  of  all  kinds,  and 
arrack,  absynthiT,  kirschenwaiser,  ratafia,  and 
other  similar  Rpiritnoui*  beveragve,  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  two  dollars  per  gallon. 

On  bay  rum,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
gallon 

On  wines  of  all  kinds,  valued  at  not  over  fifty 
cents  per  gallon,  twenty  cents  per  gallon  and 
twenty-five  per  centum  ud  valorem;  valued  at 
ovtr  fifty  cents  and  uot  over  one  dollar  per  gal- 
lon, fifty  cents  per  gallon  and  twenty-five  per 
centum  ad  valorem;  valued  at  over  one  dollar 
per  gallon,  ono  dollar  per  gallon  and  twenty 
five  per  cent;  ad  valorem :  Provided,  That  no 
champagne  or  sparkling  wines,  in  bottles,  shall 
pay  a  less  rate  of  duty  than  six  dollars  per  dozen 
bottles,  each  bottle  containing  not  more  than  one 
quart  and  more  than  one  pint,  or  six  dollars  per 
two  dozen  bottles,  each  bottle  containing  uot 
more  than  one  pint. 

On  all  spirituous  liquors,  nut  otherwise  enum- 
erated, one  hundred  p6»  centum  ad  valorem: 
Providtd,  That  no  lower  rate  or  amount  of  duty 
shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  un  brandy, 
spirits,  and  other  spirituous  beverages,  than 
that  'fixed  by  law  for  the  description  of  first 
proof,  but  shall  be  increased  in  proportion  for 
any  greater  strength  than  tho  strength  of  first 
proof;  and  no  brandy,  spirits,  or  other  spiritu- 
ous beverages  undor  first  proof  shall  pay  a  less 
rate  of  duty  than  fiity  per  centum  ad  valorem  : 
Provided,  further,  That  all  imitations  of  brandy, 
or  spirts,  or  of  wines  imported  by  any  names 
whatever,  shall  be  subject  to  the  highest  rate 
of  duty  provided  for  tho  genuine  articles  re- 
spectively intended  to  be  represented,  and  in 
no  case  luss  than  one  dollar  per  gallon  :  A;t</ 
provided,  further.  That  brandies  or  other  spirit- 
uous liquors,  may  be  imported  in  bottles  when 
tbe  package  shall  contain  not  less  than  one  dozen; 
and  all  bottles  shall  pay  a  separate  duty  of 
two  cents  each,  whether  containg  wines,  brand 
ies,  or  other  spirituous  liqours  subject  to  duty 
as  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Second.  On  ale,  porter,  and  boor,  in  buttles, 
thirty-five  cents  per  gallon;  otherwise  than  in 
bottlo  twenty  cents  per  gallon. 

Third.  Ou  cigars  of  all  kinds,  valued  at  fif- 
teen dollars  or  less  per  thousand,  seventy-five 
cents  per  pound  and  twenty  per  centum  ad  va 
lorem ;  valued  at  over  fifteen  dollars  and  not 
over  thirty  dollars  per  thousand,  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents  per  pound  and  thirty  per 
centum  ad  valorem;  valued  at  over  thirty  dol 
lars  and  not  over  forty-five  dollars  per  thousand, 
two  dollars  per  pound  and  fifty  per  ^centum  ad 
valorem;  valued  at  over  forty-five  dollars  per 
thousand,  three  dollars  per  pound  and  sixty 
per  centum  ad  valorem:  IVovided,  That  paper 
cigars  or  cigarettes,  including  wrappers,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  duties  imposed  on  ci- 
gars. 

On  snutf  and  snuff  fiour,  manufactured  of  to- 
babco,  ground,  dry,  or  damp,  and  pickled,  scented, 
or  otherwise  of  all  descriptions,  fifty  cents  per 
pound . 

On  tobacco  in  leaf,  manufactured  and  not 
stemmed  thirty-five  cents  per  pound. 

On  tobacco  manufactured,  of  all  descriptions 
and  stemmed  tobacco  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
fifty  cents  per  pound. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  iThat  on 
and  after  the  day  and  year  aforesaid,  in  liou  of 
the  duties  heretofore  imposed  by  law  on  the 
articles  hereinafter  mentioned ,  there  shall  be 
levied,  collected,  and  paid  on  the  goods,  wares, 
and  merchandise,  herein  enumerated,  and  pro- 
vided for,  imported  from  foreign  countries, 
tho  following  duties  and  rates  of  duty,  that  is 
to  say  : 

Ou  bar  iron,  rulled  or  hammered,  comprising 
flats  not  If  ss  than  one  inch  or  more  than  six  inch- 
es wide,  nor  less  than  three  eights  of  an  inch  or 
more  than  two  inches  thick;  r  unds  not  loss 
than  three  fourths  of  an  inch  nor  more  than 
two  inches  in  diameter;  and  squares  not  less 
than  three-fourths  of  au  inch  nor  mure  than 
two  inches  square,  one  cent  per  pound.  On  bar 
iron,  rolled  or  hammered  comprising  flats  less 
than  three-eighths  of  an  inch  or  more  than  two 
inches  thick  or  less  than  ono  inch  or  more  than 
six  inches  wide;  rounds  less  than  three-fourths 
of  an  inch  or  moru  than  two  inches  in  diame- 
ter; and  squares  less  than  thrce-fouitbs  t>f  an 
inch 'er  more  than  two  inches  square,  one  cent 
and  one-half  por  pound:  Provided,  Thatalliron 
in  slabs,  blooms,  loops,  or  other  forms,  less 
finished  than  iron  in  bars,  and  more  advanced 
than  pig  iron,  except  castings,  ehall  be  rated 
as  iron  in  bars,  and  pay  a  duty  accordingly; 
And  provided,  further,  That  none  of  tbe  above 


iron  shall  pay  a  less  rate  of  duty  than  thirty- 
five  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

On  all  iron  imported  in  bars  for  railroad  and 
inclined  planes,  made  to  patterns  and  fitted  to  be 
laid  down  on  such  roads  or  planes  without  further 
manufacture,  sixty  cents  por  one  hundred  pounds. 
On  boiler  or  other  parts  from  not  loss  than  throe- 
sixteenths  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  one  cent  and 
a  half  per  pound.  On  iron  wire,  bright,  coppered, 
or  tinned,  drawn  and  finished,  not  more  than  one 
fourth  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  not  less  than  num- 
ber sixteen,  wire  guage,  two  dollars  per  ono  hun- 
dred pounds,  and  in  addition  thereto  fifteen  per 
oantum  ad  valorem  :  over  number  sixteen  and  not 
over  number  twenty-five,  wire  guage,  three  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents  per  ono  hundred  pounds,  and 
in  addition  thereto  fifteen  per  centum  ad  valo- 
rem :  Provided,  That  wire  covered  with  cotton, 
■ilk  or  other  material  shall  pay  five  cents  per  pound 
in  addition  to  tho  foregoing  rates.  On  smooth  or 
polished  sheet  iron,  by  whatever  name  designa- 
ted, three  cents  por  pound.  On  sheet  iron  ;  com- 
mon or  black,  not  thinner  than  number  twenty, 
wire  guage,  one  cent  and  one-fourth  of  ono  cent 
per  pound;  thinner  than  numb($r  twenty,  and  not 
thinner  than  number  twenty-five,  wire  guago,  one 
cent  and  a  half  per  pound  ,  thinner  than  number 
twenty  five,  wire  guage,  one  cent  and  three- fourths 
of  ono  cent  per  pound. 

On  tin  plates,  and  iron  galvanized  or  coated 
with  any  metal  by  electric  batteries,  or  otherwise, 
two  cents  and  a  half  per  pound. 

On  all  band,  hoop,  and  scroll  iron  from  one 
hall  to  .six  inches  in  width,  not  thinner  than  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch,  ono  and  one-fourth  cent  per 
pound. 

On  all  band,  hoop,  and  scroll  iron  from  one- 
half  to  six  inche.>  wide,  under  one-eighth  of  an 
ineh  in  thickness,  and  not  thinner  than  number 
twenty  wire  guago,  one  and  one-half  cent  per 
pound. 

On  all  band,  hoop,  and  scroll  iron  thinner  than 
number  twenty  wire  guage,  ono  and  three-fourths 
cent  por  pound. 

On  slit  rods  ono  cent  and  ouo  half  per  pound, 
and  nn  all  other  descriptions  of  rulled  or  hammered 
iron  not  otherwise  provided  for,  one  cent  and  one- 
fourth  per  pound. 

On  locomotive  tire,  or  parts  thereof,  three  cents 
per  pound. 

On  mill-irons  and  miU-crankti  of  wrought  iron, 
and  wrought  iron  for  ships,  steam  engines,  and 
locomotives,  or  parts  thereof,  wuighing  each 
twenty-five  pounds  or  more,  two  cents  per 
pound. 

On  anvils  and  on  iron  cables,  or  cable  chains, 
or  parts  thereof,  two  cents  and  a  half  por  pound. 

On  chains,  trace  chains,  halter  chains,  and  tence 
chains,  made  of  wiro  or  rods,  not  less  than  ono- 
fourth  of  one  inch  in  diameter,  two  cents  and  a 
ha'.f  per  puund  ;  less  than  one-fourth  of  ono  inch 
in  diameter,  and  not  under  number  nine,  wire 
guage,  three  cents  per  pound  ;  under  number 
nine,  wire  guage,  thirty-five  per  centum  ad  va- 
lorem. 

On  anchors,  or  parts  thereof,  two  conts  and  ono- 
fourth  per  pound 

On  blacksmiths'  haminci-tj  und  sledges,  axles, 
or  parts  thereof,  and  malleable  iron  in  ca?ting3  not 
otherwis3  provided  for.  two  i^ent-^  and  a  half  ]>cr 
pound. 

On  wrought-iron  railroad  chairs,  and  wrought- 
iron  nuts  and  washers,  r<*ady  punched  two  cpnts 
per  pound. 

On  bed-sorews  and  wrought-ir'>n  b:ngc.<,  two 
cents  and  a  half  per  pound. 

On  wrought  board,nails,  spikes,  rivets, and  bolts, 
two  and  one-half  cents  per  pound. 

On  cut  nails  and  spikes,  one  and  a  half  cent  per 
pound. 

On  borse-sbuo  nails,  five  cents  per  pound. 

On  cut  tacks,  brads,  ur  sprigs,  not  excoc»li:i>^ 
sixteen  ounces  to  (ho  thousand,  two  and  one-half 
ceuls  pur  thousand  :  exceeding  sixteen  uuucu?  to 
the  thousand,  three  cents  per  puund. 

Ou  steam,  gas,  and  water  tubi  [tubes]  und 
flues,  of  wrought  iron,  twoecnls  «nd  a  half  per 
pounds. 

On  screws,  commonly  OiiUod  wuud  sjrews,  two 
inches  or  over  in  length,  eight  cents  per  pound  ; 
le.-^s  than  two  inches  in  the  L-ngth,  eleven  conts 
per  pound. 

Ou  screws  of  any  other  metal  than  iron,  and 
alt  other  screws  of  iron,  except  wood  screws,  thir- 
ty-five per  centum  ad  valorem. 

On  iron  in  pig<*,  nine  dollars  per  ton. 
Ou  vessels  of  cast  iron,  not  otherwise  providv'd 
for,  and  on  andirons,  sadirons,  tailors*  and  hat 
ters'  irons,  stoves  and  stove  plates,  of  cast  ir.n, 
one  and  one-half  cent  per  pound. 

On  cast-iron  steam,  ga^,  and  water  pipe,  one 
and  one  half  cent  per  pound. 

Oncast-iron  butts  and  hinges  two  Hiid  hall  cent^ 
per  pound. 

On  hollow  ware,  glazed  or  tinned,  three  and  onu- 
half  cents  per  pound.

Provided,  That  any  wool  of  the  sheep,  or  hair 
of  the  alpaca,  the  goat,  and  othor  like  animals 
which  shall  be  imported  in  any  other  than  the 
ordinary  condition,  as  now  and  heretofore  prac- 
ticed, or  which  shall  bo  changed  in  its  charac- 
ter or  con  lition  fur  the  purpose  of  evading  the 
duty,  or  which  shall  be  reduced  in  value  by  the 
admixture  of  dirt  or  of  any  foreign  substance, 
shall  be  subject  to  pay  a  duty  of  twelve  ccats 
per  pound  a.d  ten  per  centum  ad  valorem,  any- 
thing in  this  act  t<  the  contrary  notwith.-^tanding: 
Provi'icd,  f'trther,  That  when  woo!  of  different 
qualities  '•■  imported  in  tho  same  bale,  bag,  or 
pickage,  iid  tho  aggregate  value  of  tho  con- 
tents of  iiic  bale.  bag.  or  package  sh;ill  be  ap- 
praised by  the  appraiser."  at  a  rate  exceeding 
twenty-tour  cents  per  pound,  it  shall  be  charged 
with  a  duty  of  ten  cent."  ].er  pound  and  ten  per 
centum  ad  valorem  ;  and  when  bales  of  different 
qualities  jtre  embraced  in  tho  same  invoice  at 
the  same  price,  whereby  thoaverago  price  shall 
be  lessened  mure  than  ten  jier  centum,  the  value 
uf  tho  whole  shall  be  appraised  according  to  the 
value  of  the  bale  of  the  best  quality;  and  no 
bale,  bag,  or  package  shall  bo  liable  to  a  less

On  homp  or  jute  car- 
peting, six  and  a  half  aents  por  square  yard 
On  druggets,  bockings,  and  felt  e:irpets  and 
carpeting,  printed,  colored,  or  uthcrwiso,  twenty- 
five  cents  per  square  yard.  On  cirpots  and  car- 
peting ui  wool,  flax,  or  cotton,  or  parts  of  eithor 
or  other  material  not  otherwise  specified,  forty 
per  centum  ad  valorem  :  Provided,  That  mats, 
rugs,  screens,  covers,  hassocks,  bedsides,  and  oth 
er  portions  ot  carpets  ur  carpotings,  shall  be  sub 
jcct  to  the  rate  of  duty  herein  impusud  on  carpets 
or  carpeting  of  like  character  or  description,  and 
on  all  other  mats,  screens,  hassocks,  and  rugs, 
forty-fivo  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Second.  On  woolen  cloths,  woolen  shawls,  and 
all  manufactures  of  wool  of  every  description, 
male  wholly  or  in  part  of  wool,  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  twenty-four  cents  per  pound,  nnd 
in  addition  thereto  lorty  per  centum  ad  valorem.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  on 
and  after  the  day  and  year  aforesaid  there  shall 
bo  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  on  the  importation 
of  the  articles  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  follow- 
ing duties,  that  is  to  say:

On  all  manufactures  of  cotton,  (except 
jeans,  denims,  drillings,  bed  tickings,  ginghams, 
plaids,  cottenades,  pantaloon  stufl',  and  goods  of 
like  description,)  not  bleached,  colored,  stained, 
painted,  or  printed,  and  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred threads  to  the  square  inch,  counting  tho 
warp  and  filling,  and  exceeding  in  weight  five 
ounce.-^  per  square  yard,  five  cents  por  square 
yard;  if  bleached,  five  cents  and  a  halt  per  square 
yard;  if  coloreil,  stained,  painted,  or  printed,  five 
cents  and  a  half  per  square  yard,  and  in  addi- 
tion thereto  ten  per  centum  ad  valorem.

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  on  and 
after  the  day  and  year  aforesaid,  in  lieu  of  the 
duties  heretofore  imposed  by  law  on  the  articles 
hereinafter  mentioned,  there  shall  be  levied,  col- 
lected, and  paid,  on  the  goods,  wares,  and  mer 
chandisc  enumerated  and  provided  for  in  this 
section,  imported  from  foreign  countries,  the  fol- 
lowing duties  and  rates  of  duty,  that  is  to  say: 

First.  On  brown  and  bleached  linens,  ducks, 
canvas,  paddings,  cotton  bottoms,  burlaps,  dia- 
pers, crath,  huckabacks,  handkerchiefs,  lawns,  or 
other  manufactures  of  flax,  jute,  or  hemp,  or  of 
which  fla.x,  jute,  or  hemp  shall  be  the  component 
material  of  chief  value,  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  valued  at  thirty  cents  or  less  per  square  yard, 
thirty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem;  valued  at 
above  thirty  cents  per  square  yard,  forty  pej 
centum  ad  valorem.  On  flax  or  linen  yarns  for 
carpets,  not  exceeding  number  eight  Lea,  and 
valued  at  twenty-four  cents  or  less  per  pound, 
thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem.

Ka  time  advances,  and  rebel  sympathizers 
"icrease  in  Kentucky,  this  very  grave  ques- 
tion is  thrust  upon  u-f  The  time  has  come, 
ben  it  niu.st  beanswered  with  point  and  ener- 
gy.

The  Indian  State  Sentinel  of  15th  August, 
contained  what  purports  to  be  an  Address  of 
the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee  to 
the  People  o(  Indiana,  signed  by  J.  J.  Bing 
ham.  Chairman. 

As  this  document  is  of  an  extraordinary 
character,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  warn  the  peo 
pie  against  the  consequences  which  it  seems 
intended  to  produce.  To  prevent  any  charge 
of  misconstruction  on  ray  part,  1  here  quote 
it  in  the  exact  words  as  it  appeared  in  the 
Sentinel  : 

Addsiss. — In  view  of  tho  cioitemont  of  the 
public  mind,  arising  from  the  perilous  condition 
of  the  country,  and  especially  from  the  late  call  of 
tho  President  for  500,000  men  to  bo  drafted  on 
the  5th  of  September  next,  if  not  before  volun- 
tarily enlisted  into  tho  military  service  of  the 
United  States,  tho  Democratic  State  Central  Com- 
mittee, e-ipressing  as  they  believe  the  opinions 
and  purposes  of  tho  Democracy  of  the  State, 
have  deemed  it  proper  publicly  to  declare — 

l-'irst — That  while  it  is  tho  well  considered  and 
inflexible  purpose  of  the  Democratic  party  of  this 
State,  acting  in  concert  with  all  patriotic citiiens 
who  respect  the  purity  of  the  ballot  and  desire 
tho  public  good  to  maintain  by  force,  if  need  be 
and  atall  hazards,  the  right  of  the  people  to  froo 
and  fair  elections,  wo  condemn  and  attempt  at 
resistance  of  the  laws  before  constitutional  reme- 
dies aro  exhausted,  and  earnestly  advise  all  men 
to  abide  patiently  tho  action  of  the  chosen  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Democratic  party  at  Chicago, 
on  tho  29th  of  August,  looking  forward  to  the 
coming  election  for  a  peaceful  and  constitution- 
al redres.f  of  grievances  more  ofTeclual  thaa  vio- 
lence. 

Second — In  times  of  public  peril  like  the  pres- 
ent, and  in  view  of  what  are  believed  to  bo  well 
founded  apprehensions  of  attempts  on  th«  part 
of  those  in  authority  to  interfere  by  military 
power  with  tho  freedom  of  elections,  patriotism 
aud  prudence  alike  demand  that  the  constitution- 
al right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  as 
a  necessary  means  af  defense  to  a  free  State, 
should  not  be  violated  nor  abandoned;  and  it  is 
the  right  and  duty  of  all  good  eitixens  to  co-op' 
erate  in  open  lawful  organizations  for  the  protec 
tion  of  the  freedom  of  elections,  and  for 
the  presorration  of  peace  and  constitutional  or- 
der and  the  rights  of  the  people  within  the  State 
as  well  as  for  its  defense  against  invasion,  and 
we  especially  recommend  to  the  people  in  all 
thoir  counties,  townships  and  election  precincts 
thorough  organization  for  these  ends. 

Third — As  manifest  inequalities  exist  in  '.he 
as..:ignments  of  quotas  to  the  different  .States, 
under  the  late  call  for  600,000  men,  which  have 
created  the  belief  that  there  has  been  an  unfair 
discrimination  in  favor  of  certain  Eastern  States 
to  the  prejudice  of  Indiana  and  other  States, 
this  committee  has  assumed  the  duty  of  ascer- 
taining by  application  to  Governor  Morton,  Ad- 
jutant General  Noble,  Provost  Marshal  Baker  or 
other  proper  authorities,  the  grounds  of  such  in- 
equalities, and  whetheror  not  they  are  in  accord- 
ance with  law  and  can  be  remedied.

are  desigoaled  for  that  purpose  and  will  be 
used  in  that  way;  and  this  view  is  greatly 
strengthened  by  reference  to  the  preamble  of 
the  address. 

I  do,  therefore,  solemnly  warn  the  people 
of  the  State  against  accepting  the  evil  coun- 
sel they  have  received  :  to  abstain  from  all 
military  organizations  looking,  directly  or 
indirectly ,  to  resistance  to  Federal  or  State 
authority;  to  abstain  from  all  schemes  of 
resistance  to  the  laws,  and  from  all  organi- 
zations or  combinations,  political  or  military, 
tending  to  compromise  them  in  their  allegi- 
ance and  duty  to  the  Government  ol  the 
United  States.  The  men  who  would  invei- 
gle them  into  such  schemes  or  combina- 
tions are  powerless  to  protect  them  against 
danger,  and  would  undoubtedly  be  the  first 
to  desert  them  in  a  moment  of  pciil 

In  reference  to  the  concluding  part  of  the 
address,  it  need  only  be  said  that  the  execu- 
tion of  the  Conscription  Act,  and  the  assign- 
ment of  quotas  of  States,  districts,  counties, 
townships,  and  cities  belong  exclusively  to 
the  Federal,  and  not  to  the  State  authority; 
and  that  every  exertion  has  been  and  will 
be  made  by  the  State  authority  to  secure 
the  correction  of  error,  and  see  that  full 
justice  is  done  to  the  State  and  every  part 
thereof.

The  second  clause  declares  that,  in  view 
of  what  are  believed  to  be  well-founded  ap- 
prehensions of  attempts  by  those  in  author- 
ity to  interfere  with  the  freedom  of  elections, 
recommends  a  thorough  military  organiza- 
tion of  the  people  in  all  the  counties,  towns 
and  election  precincts,  and  advises  all  to  ex- 
ercise thoir  constitutional  right  in  keeping 
and  bearing  arms. 

The  assumption  that  there  is  a  well  found- 
ed apprehension  that  those  in  authority  in 
this  State  will  interfere  by  military  power 
with  the  freedom  of  elections  is  absolutely 
and  wickedly  false  There  is  not  one  fact 
upon  which  Buch  an  apprehension  can  be 
based;  not  a  circumstance  can  be  referred  to 
in  the  political  or  military  history  of  the 
State  during  the  existence  of  this  war,  jusli- 
lying  or  suggesting  the  charge.  It  is  true 
that  this  charge  has  been  made  before,  but 
always  without  an  element  of  truth,  for  the 
simple  purpose  of  exciting  and  goading  the 
people  into  illegal,  disloyal  and  dangerous 
organizations,  and  demonstrations  against 
Federal  and  .Slate  authority. 

So  far  as  my  administration  is  concerned, 
I  can  f^afely  defy  the  authors  of  this  docu 
ment  to  point  to  a  single  act  giving  color  to 
this  wicked  and  infamous  charge,  or  to  show 
a  single  instance  in  which  1  have  failed  to 
exercise  the  Executive  power  for  Iho  protec 
tion  of  persons  and  property,  and  social  and 
civil  rights,  without  regard  to  parties  or  poli- 
tics. While  serving  as  the  Governor  of  In- 
diana, 1  have  endeavored  to  act  for  the 
whole  people  aud  not  for  a  party,  and  shall 
80  continue,  regardless  of  all  assaults  or  as- 
persions, at  the  same  time  I  shall  not  hes- 
itate to  vindicate  legitimate  authority,  no 
difference  under  what  pretense  or  by  what 
method  it  may  be  assailed.  So  far  as  the 
approaching  elections  are  concerned,  they 
shall,  to  the  extent  ol  the  power  vested  in 
me.  be  open  and  free,  and  every  legitimate 
voter  be  protected  in  the  unrestrained  and 
deliberate  exercise  of  the  elective  franchise. 
This  is  my  purpose,  nor  has  there  ever  been 
any  reason  to  doubt  it,  and  I  cannot,  under 
the  pretence  that  I  am  about  to  violate  my 
duty,  tolerate  the  formation  of  any  danger- 
ous or  illegal  military  organizatis  ;on  the 
true  purpose  of  which  is  to  resist  the  .State 
and  Federal  authority,  overawe  the  people, 
control  the  elections,  and  thus  accomplish 
the  very  thing  against  which  it  is  hypocriti- 
cally pretended  they  are  to  guard.  It  is 
true  that  phrases  about  "open  lawful  organ- 
izations," "defence  against  invasion,"  ic, 
are  introduced  in  the  second  clause  of  the 
address,  but  they  do  not  in  the  least  disguise 
its  efiect  and  purpose.  It  assumes  that 
those  in  authority  are  about  to  violate  the 
law,  and  urges  the  formation  of  military  or- 
ganizations to  prevent  such  violation,  they 
being  the  judges  of  the  existence,  extent  and 
remedy  for  such  violations.  Such  has  been 
the  history  of  aJI  revolutions  and  civil 
troubles.  The  people  have  been  arrayed 
against  the  Government  upon  the  real  or 
assumed  pretext  that  acts  of  tyranny  had 
been  or  are  about  to  be  perpetrated,  justify- 
ing and  demanding  military  resistance. 

Need  I  .Irene  to  an  intelligent  people  that 
the  slate  ol  tilings  recommended  by  this  doc- 
ument would  inevitably  lead  to  collisions 
and  civil  war,  the  end  and  consequences  of 
which  no  man  can  predict.  While  it  purports 
to  be  addressed  to  the  people  of  the  .State 
generally,  it  is  intended  for  those  only  who 
belong  to  the  political  organizatiou  which  its 
authors  assumes  to  represent.  Should  its 
recommendations  be  followed,  men  belonging 
to  other  political  organizations  will  feel  their 
personal  and  political  safety  endangered,  and 
would  be  driven  for  purposes  of  self  defence 
lo  resort  to  similar  measures.  Thus  we  should 
have  two  or  more  political  parties  in  the 
.State,  iirmed  and  organized  into  military 
bodies,  and  all  hopes  of  preventing  collisions 
and  preserving  peace  and  order  would  be 
lost.  Military  organizations  must  be  under 
the  supervision  and  control  ol  the  constitu- 
ted authorities  of  the  State.  All  others  are 
illegal,  unauthorized,  and  dangerous  to  the 
public  peace  The  constitutional  right  of 
the  peeple  to  bear  arms  for  their  own  defence 
has  not  been  and  will  not  be  infringed.  But 
this  does  not  cover  the  case  or  justify  the 
formation  of  military  organizations  to'hold 
the  constituted  authorities  in  check  under 
the  pretence  that  they  are  about  to  commit 
illegal  or  unconstitutional  acts.  When  we 
consider  that  threats  have  already  been  made, 
in  various  parts  of  the  State,  of  resistance  to

War  Newt  and  Army  Items. 

Washington,  Aug.  Mi.^-To  .\faj.  Gen  ).  A. 
Dix :  A  despatch  from  Gen.  Grant,  dated 
Tuesday,  August  16th,  6:30  P.  M.,  detained 
by  the  breaking  of  the  telegraph  line,  has 
just  been  received.  He  reports  that  the  fight- 
ing north  of  .rames  river  .t  i  day  (16th)  has 
resulted  favorably  to  u.s  so  far  as  it  has  gone; 
but  there  has  been  no  decisive  results,  The 
enemy  has  been  driven  back  somewhat 
from  their  position  of  (his  morning,  with 
considerable  loss  in  killed  and  wounded,  and 
about  400  prisoners  left  in  our  hands  Two 
Brig.  Gens. — Chamblis.^  and  Gerrard  — were 
killed,  and  their  bodies  left  in  our  bands. — 
We  also  have  quite  a  number  of  wounded 
prisoners.  Since  moving  north  of  the  river, 
our  losses  will  probably  reach  near  one  thou 
sand  killed  and  wounded  Many,  however, 
are  only  slightly  wounded,  owing  to  so  much 
of  the  fighting  taking  place  in  thick  woods. 
The  enemy  lost  about  as  many  as  have  fal- 
len into  our  hands 

The  Department  has  intelligence  from  Gen 
Sherman  to  11:30  last  night,  but  no  opera- 
tions are  reported. 

A  despatch  from  Gen  .Sheridan  at  Win- 
chester, dated  ITth.  10  A  M.,  reports  Gen. 
Merritt's  division  of  cavalry  was  attacked 
yesterday  P.  M.  on  the  north  side  of  the  She- 
nandoah by  Kershaw's  division  of  Long' 
street's  corps,  and  Wyokham  and  Lennox's 
brigades  of  cavalry.  After  a  very  hand- 
some cavalry  fight,  the  enemy  were  badly 
beaten  with  a  loss  of  two  stands  of  colors, 
24  officers  and  276  men  prisoners  In  a 
later  despatch  Sheridan  says  the  cavalry 
engagement  in  front  of  Front  Royal  was 
splendid.  It  was  open  ground  Tlie  saber 
was  freely  used  by  our  men.  Great  credit  is 
due  to  Gens.  Merrill  and  C'listar,  and  Col 
Devines.

Newspaper  correspondents  state  that  in  the 
fight  on  James  river,  on  the  I6th,  the 
Union  troops  captured  four  battle  flags,  and 
over  four  hundred  prisoner.  On  the  person 
of  General  ChamblLss  was  found  an  elabor- 
ate topographical  map  of  the  country  and 
fortifications  around  Richmond. 

From  the  Valley  of  Virginia  reports  are 
directly  conflicting  Some  asserting  that 
the  rebels  are  again  advancing  down 
the  valley,  and  that  Averill  was  awaiting 
them  at  Martinsburgh, — the  rebels  hanng 
flank  .Sheridan  at  Winchester  by  coming 
down  on  the  west  side  of  the  North  Moun- 
tain. Others  report  Sheridan  as  still  at 
Strausburg  ;  and  had  had  another  fight  with 
Early,  in  which  the  Union  troops  were  suc- 
cessful. 

From  Chattanooga  there  are  rumors  that, 
on  the  16tli  .August,  a  fight  occurred  be- 
teen  Wheeler  and  the^Union  forces  under 
Gen.  .Steadman,  at  Graysville,  some  sixteen 
miles  south  from  Chattanooga,  in  which 
Gen.  Steadman  was  killed,  and  Col.  Streight, 
of  Indiana,  killed.  We  doubt  the  rumor. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  Wheeler  is  endeav- 
oring to  cut  Sherman's  commmunications, 
much  to  the  delight  of  the  rebels  and  rebel 
sympathizers  in  Kentucky. — the  "Conserva- 
tive  Democrats"  and  '  Peace  Democracy.' 
Their  gratification  can  be  seen  in  their  coun- 
tenances. 

A  telegram  from  Clarkaville,  Tennessee, 
states  that  Frank  Woodward,  a  noted  guer- 
rilla chief,  with  a  strong  lorce,  attacked 
Hopkinsville,  Kentucky,  on  the  10th  August, 
and  was  repulsed  by  a  company  of  the  Fifty- 
second  Kentucky.  During  the  fight  Wood- 
ward was  mortally  wounded  and  captured. 
It  was  expected  that  another  attack  would 
be  made  by  the  rebel  force. 

We  learn  that,  on  the  nighl  of  I  he  ITth 
August,  a  band  of  guerrillas  went  to  the 
residence  of  Robert  Cochran,  in  Spencer 
county;  Mr.  C.  refused  to  admit  them;  when 
the  villians  set  fire  to  the  house,  in  which 
were  several  female  relations,  resides  his  own 
family.  He  then  opened  the  door,  and  the 
rebels  entered,  robbed  the  house  of  the  val- 
uables, and  then  lefl.  Mr.  Cochran  and  the 
family  putting  out  the  fire,  in  the  mcanlime. 

It  is  also  rumored  that  Jesse  had  directed 
all  his  guerrilla  bands  to  congregate  near 
Taylorsville,  on  Friday  morning  to  "wipe  out " 
some  colored  troops  said  to  be  stationed  there. 
We  were  informed  on  Saturday  morning  that 
some  seven  hundred  of  the  rebels  had  con- 
gregated by  the  time  named.  We  do  nol 
believe  it.'  If  they  did,  and  attacked  the 
colored  troops,  all  we  have  lo  say  is,  that  we 
hope  the  colored  troops  "wiped  out'  the  reb- 
els to  the  last  man. 

A  telegram  from  Cairo,  of  .\iigust  I.S.  is 
as  follows : 

The  excitement  respecting  guerrillas  cross- 
ing the  river  into  Illinois  is  subsiding.  The 
citizens  of  all  the  counties  are  promptly 
forming  companies  to  repel  the  invaders.  A 
meeting  is  to  be  held  here  this  evening  to 
make  proper  defence  of  tiie  city  against  any 
guerrilla  attacks 

Gen.  Paine,  with  Iwo  brigades  of  troops, 
left  Paducab  this  morning  on  the  transports 
for  .Saline  bar  The  guerrillas  <lid  not  ex- 
ceed one  thou8a»d.  Even  of  that  number 
it  is  believed  that  lew  crossed  the  river,  and 
that  the  whole  force  have  gone  back  into 
Kentucky.  They  m  ade  a  good  thing  by 
their  operations,  having  stolen  over  two 
hundred  head  of  Government  cattle,  and 
black-mailed  three  boats,  obtaining  some 
four  thousand  dollars  in  money.

AN  ACT  to  restrict  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court 
of  Claims,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of 
certain  demands  for  Quartermasters'  stores  and 
subsistence  supplies  furnished  to  the  army  of 
the  United  .States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  vf  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  Slates  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled.  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of 
Claims  shall  not  e.\tcnd  to  or  inolude  any  claim 
against  the  United  Stales  growing  out  of  the  de 
struction  or  appropriation  of,  or  damage  to,  prop 
crty  by  the  army  or  navy,  or  any  part  of  the 
army  or  navy,  engaged  in  the  suppression  of  the 
rebellion,  from  the  comu^oncemeiit  to  tho  close 
thereof. 

Sec*2.  And  be  il further  enacted,  That  all  cl:iims 
of  loyal  citizens  in  States  not  in  robollion,  for 
Quartermasters'  stores  actually  furnished  to  Iho 
ariny  of  the  United  States,  and  receipted  for  by 
the  proper  officer  receiving  the  same,  or  which 
may  have  been  taken  by  such  officers  without  giv- 
ing such  receipt,  may  be  submitted  to  the  Quar- 
termaster General  of  the  United  States,  accom- 
panied with  such  proofs  as  each  claimant  can  ]»re- 
sent  of  the  facts  in  his  case;  and  it  shall  he  tho 
duty  of  the  Quartermaster  tJeneral  to  cause  such

And  be  It  further  enacted, That  tiWcl&'uxiS 
of  loyal  citizens  in  States  not  in  rebellion  for  sub- 
sistence actually  furnished  to  said  army,  and  rc-' 
ceipled  for  by  the  proper  officer  receiving  the 
same,  or  which  may  have  been  taken  by  such 
officers  without  giving  such  receipt,  m.iy  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence, 
accompanied  with  such  proof  as  each  clainiaut 
may  have  to  offer;  and  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the 
Commissary  General  of  Subsistence  to  cause  each 
claim  to  be  examined,  ami,  if  convinced  that  it  is 
just,  and  of  the  loyally  .,f  the  claimant,  and  that 
the  stores  have  been  rc.-L-t  .  .  il  or  taken  actually 
for  the  use  of  and  used  iiy  saiJ  army,  then  to  re- 
port each  case  for  payment  to  Ihe  Third  Auditor 
of  the  Treasury,  with  a  recommendation  for  set- 
tlement.

As  the  Cincinnati  Gazette  says:  That  is 
the  way  to  talk  it.  Vallandioham's  organ 
ought  to  know  what  to  say.  The  coun- 
try rejoices  that  the  main  body  of  the 
opposition  is  determined  to  plant  themselves 
squarely  on  an  honest  platform.  The  right 
to  secede,  and  the  wrong  of  a  war  to  coerce, 
is  the  great  political  question  now  coming 
before  the  people.  All  they  want  to  know 
to  keep  the  Ship  of  .State  steadily  on  her 
destined  cqurse,  is  the  opinions  of  those  who 
seek  the  con  rol  of  affairs.  On  that  issue 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  result  of  the 
November  election  will  be  most  disastrous 
to  the  Confederacy,  whose  hopes  are  now 
centered  in  the  success  of  the  Confederate 
Democracy  of  the  North. 


Let  the  Poljcr  be  ChauKed. 

There  is  a  practice  which  has  obtained  in 
the  .States  under  loyal  control,  which  is  cal- 
culated to  engeuder  much  evil,  it  it  does 
not  produce  positive  evil  and  danger  to  their 
citizens.  We  allude  to  the  toleration,  not  of 
the  residence  of  known  disloyal  citizenn  in 
tiie  loyal  .States  only,  but  the  influx  into  them 
ot  the  bitterest  and  vilest  rebels;  and  uiore 
over  the  permission  of  home  rebels  and 
traitors  to  work  constantly  and  openly  for 
the  aid  of  the  rebels  in  arms,  with  the  trai- 
torous refugees  joining  in  the  nefarious 
scheme. 

In  Jkkk  Davis's  dominions,  we  arc  told  by 
the  Copperheads  and  rebel  sympathizers, 
there  is  a  "united  South."  Well  may  there 
be,  when  no  Union  citizen  is  permitted  to  re- 
main within  their  linos,  if  known,  except  as 
a  prisoner.  What  else  could  there  be,  but  a 
'"united  people,  "  when  all  that  do  not  confess 
their  treason  are  expelled  from  the  country 
in  posession  of  the  traitors. 

Let  the  same  practice  obtain  here,  and  in- 
stead of  the  traitorous  cry  ol  a  "divided 
North,"  we  should  be  united  as  a  band  ol 
brothers  as  we  should  be.  But  in  our  toler- 
ation of  these  home  and  Southern  rebels 
and  traitors,  we  are  warming  into  life  human 
vipers,  that  are  seeking  opportunity  to  de 
slroy  those  from  whom  they  are  receiving 
nothing  but  kindness  and  protection. 

Mercy  is  a  darling  attribute,  in  its  proper 
place;  but  mercy,  to  those  who  are  making 
use  of  our  grace  to  plot  our  destruction  is 
not  mercy;  it  is  rank  injustice  to  the  loyal 
people.  Better,  far  better,  for  the  loyalists 
as  individuals,  and  for  the  Union,  that,  on 
the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  the  rule 
of  our  revolutionary  sires  had  been  adopted 
ami  enforced,  and  every  known  rebel  and 
rebel  sympathizer  expelled  from  the  country 
in  the  hands  of  the  loyal  people.  Colonel 
Bkami.ettk,  now  Governor,  was  correct  in 
the  mode  he  advocated  :  to  expel  all  rebels 
and  rebel  sympathizers  beyond  the  Union 
lines;  and,  as  the  jariny  advanced,  keep 
them  iefore  the  army — leave  none  Lehind .

Au  Amnesty  Urder. 

A  telegram  from  Washington  says,  the 
War  Department  has  issued  an  order  of  ut- 
most importance  to  Kentucky,  Tennessee 
and  Missouri,  the  proper  execution  of 
which  will  do  much  to  draw  the  line  in  those 
Stales  between  loyalty  and  disloyalty.  It 
appears  that  many  persons  in  those  .Stales 
have  endeavored  fraudulently  to  obtain  the 
benefits  of  the  President's  Amnesty  Procla- 
mation of  December  last,  by  taking  the  pre- 
scribed oath,  without  any  purpose  of  restor- 
ing peace  and  establishing  national  author- 
ity, as  provided  for  in  the  explanatory  proc- 
lamation of  last  March,  but  solely  to  screen 
themselves  from  punishment  for  crime,  or 
to  protect  their  property  from  seizure  and 
confiscation. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  it  is  ordered  that  all 
military  officers  use  the  utmost  diligence  in 
detaining  and  bringing  to  speedy  punish- 
ment all  persons  who  have  taken  this  oath 
lor  any  other  purpose  than  that  prescribed 
by  the  President,  The  fact  of  their  fraud- 
ulently taking  the  oath  is  to  be  treated  as 
in  itself  an  offense,  and  as  depriving  the 
persons  ol  all  claim  to  immunity,  protection 
and  clemency.  ComrnanJers  of  ilepartnieius 
and  districts  are  to  prescribe  such  rules  as 
will  prevent  its  wrongful  administration  in 
future,  and  also  such  rules  as  will  bring  to 
punishment  the  officers  who  have,  or  who 
shall,  thus  wrongly  administer  it. 

The     .1Ils>ioii     to     Richuiond — Kdiiiund 
Kirke's  Statement. 

At  Pawliickel,  U  I.,  August  IT,  Mr.  Gill- 
more  ("Edmund  Kirke")  delivered  a  lecture, 
in  which  he  described  his  interview  with  .left 
Davis,  during  a  late  visit  to  Richmond,  and 
the  substance  of  their  conversation  on  the 
terms  ol  peace.  The  Providence  Press  gives 
the  following  report  of  Mr  (iillmore's  re- 
marks ; 

I  went  to  Richmond  with  the  Rev.  Col. 
Jaques,  and  went  with  the  hope  of  making 
negotiations  which  might  result  in  peace  If 
we  should  succeed,  we  tliouglil  that  the  con 
sciotisness  of  having  served  our  country  would 
pay  our  expenses.  If  we  failed,,  we  might 
still  serve  the  country  by  letting  the  people 
of  the  North  know  what  wa<  the  reason  ol 
our  failure:  for  I  went  with  propositions,  on 
the  basis  of  which  I  might  have  made  an 
arrangement  for  peace  with  Mr.  Davis,  an. I 
if  we  were  unsuccessful,  it  would  be  ii,-4efiil 
for  the  country  to  know  what  propositions 
were  rejected.  We  went  to  Richmouil  in  an 
ambulance,  and  were  three  honrs  on  the  way 
after  we  entered  the  rebel  lines.  We  entered 
Richmond  at  ten  o'clock,  and  planted  our 
white  flag  in  the  very  heart  of  the  rebel  cap- 
ital. 

As  we  stopped,  Judge  Ould,  the  rebel  (Jom- 
raigsioner  of  Exchange,  directed  Col.  Jaquese 
to  button  up  his  overcoat,  as  it  was  danger- 
ous to  be  seen  with  a  blue  uniform  in  the 
streets  of  Richmond.  We  were  taken  to  a 
hotel  and  shown  up  to  "No.  60,"  a  shabby 
room  with  some  fine  furniture  in  very  bad 
order.  We  were  provided  with  supper  and 
directed  how  to  apply  for  an  interview  with 
the  President  The  next  morning  we  di- 
rected a  note  to  Secretary  Benjamin,  asking 
an  interview  with  the  President,  ami  were 
invited  to  call  upou  him,  when  we  made  an 
engagement  to  meet  the  President  that  eve- 
ning, which  was  Sunday- 

On  meeting  our  engagement  we  were 
shown  into  the  Stale  Department,  where  we 
saw  Mr,  Benjamin,  a  small,  plump,  black- 
haired,  black  eyed  man,  seated  in  his  usual 
place,  and  at  hi.s  right  a  pale,  thin  man, 
dressed  in  a  suit  of  darkish  gray,  with  a 
month  and  chin  expressive  of  the  greatest 
determination  We  told  liini  simply  that 
we  came  without  official  authority,  but 
knowing  the  opinions  of  our  Government, 
tosee  on  what  terms  peace  might  be  made. 

Mr  Davis  replied  quietly,  "Withdraw 
your  armies  from  our  territory  and  peace 
will  follow  lor  itself  "  We  told  him  that 
the  Northern  people  would  never  agree  to 
any  plan  which  did  not  include  the  estab- 
lishment ol  the  Union,  Mr.  Davis  said  that 
we  could  never  live  in  peace.  The  North 
had  sowed  such  a  bitterness  between  the  two 
sections  that  we  never  could  have  peace  in 
this  generation. 

We  then  urged  upon  him  that  it  was  his 
duty  to  use  every  effort  to  put  an  end  to  this 
monstrous  bloodshed.  He  acknowledged 
this,  and  declared  that  none  of  the  blood 
shed  in  this  war  could  he  lay  to  his  own 
charge.  They,  the  South,  were  not  fighting 
for  slavery;  they  were  fighting  forin.iepen- 
dence;  and  independence  or  extermination 
they  would  have.  We  lrie<l  to  show  him 
that  the  position  of  the  rebel  armies  was 
such  that  it  was  better  for  them  to  give 
up  the  contest  while  they  could  do  it  with 
honor;  but  he  was  altogether  unwilling  to 
admit  that  his  armies  were  in  such  a  des- 
perate position.  He  laid  the  blame  of  the 
barbarity  of  this  war  entirely  upon  ilie 
North,  utterly  ignoring  the  instances  of  reb 
al  barbarity  which  we  brought  to  his  notice 
I  then  had  a  considerable  conversation ,  with 
Mr,  Davis,  in  which  I  directly  offered  him 
the  terms  which  I  hail  been  authorized  to 
suggest ;  bnt  as  he  did  not  show  any  dispo- 
sition to  meet  me,  I  did  not  state  them  ex 
plicity.  These  terms  will  be  given  through 
the  newspapers  in  u  short  lime  1  hey  were, 
in  general,  entire  abolition,  a  general  am- 
nesty, no  confiscation,  the  debts  of  the  South 
to  be  ignored,  the  debis  ol  the  (ieneral  <!ov- 
ernment  to  be  borne  by  all  the  States  Mr 
Davis  declared  that  such  terms  could  never 
be  accepted  by  the  Southern  people,  and 
that  rather  than  submit  to  them  ihey  would 
•take  their  whols  property  and  their  nation 
al  existence. 


I^TThe  Washington  correspondent  Of  the 
Cincinnati  Gazette  reports  that  leading  New 
Englaiid  Republicans  had  a  meeting  at  Bos- 
ton, at  which  Secretary  Fessendbs  and  Sen' 
ator  WiLio.N  were  present,  and  recommended 
the  President  to  offer  an  armistice  to  the 
rebels.

Gentlemen,  you  need  not  try  to  hiss  me  down, 
for  I  am  an  old  soldier,  and  I  faced  almost  as 
mean  a  looking  crowd  as  is  now  before  me. 
I  mean  the  thieves  and  bushwhackers  of 
Tennessee,  I  know  I  was  called  upon  to 
make  a  speech  out  of  derision,  and  I  intend 
to  tell  you  wliat  I  think  of  you.

I  do  not  see  that  the  law  restricts  you  to 
black  recruits,  but  you  are  at  liberty  to  col- 
lect white  recruits,  also.  It  is  waste  of  time 
and  money  to  open  rendezvous  in  North- 
western Georgia,  for  I  assure  you  1  have  not 
seen  an  able-bodied  man,  black  or  white, 
there,  fit  for  a  .soldier,  who  was  not  in  this 
army  or  the  one  opposed  to  it. 

You  speak  of  the  impression  going  abroad 
that  I  am  opposed  to  the  organization  of 
colored  regiments. 

My  opinions  are  usually  very  positive,  and 
there  is  no  reason  why  you  should  not  know 
them. 

Though  entertaining  profound  reverence 
for  our  Congress,  I  do  doubt  their  wisdom  in 
the  passage  of  this  law  : 

1,  Because  civilian  agents  about  an  army 
are  a  nuisance. 

2.  The  duty  of  citizens  to  fight  for  their 
country  is  too  sacred  a  one  to  be  peddled  off 
by  buying  up  the  refuse  of  other  .States. 

"i.  It  is  unjust  to  the  brave  soldiers  and 
volunteers  who  are  fighting,  as  those  who 
compose  this  army  do,  to  place  them  on  a 
par  with  the  class  of  recruits  you  are  after. 

4,  The  negro  is  in  a  transition  state,  and 
is  not  the  equal  of  the  white  man. 

5.  He  is  liberated  from  his  bondage  by 
act  of  war;  and  the  armies  in  the  field  are 
entitled  to  all  his  assistance  in  labor  and 
fighting,  in  addition  to  the  proper  quotas  of 
the  States. 

t).  This  bidding  and  bartering  for  recruits, 
white  and  black,  has  delayed  the  rein- 
forcement ol  our  armies  at  the  times  when 
such  reinforcements  would  have  enabled  us 
to  make  our  successes  permanent. 

7,  The  law  is  an  experiment  which,  pend- 
ing war,  is  unwise  and  unsafe,  and  has  de- 
layed the  universal  dralt  which  I  firmly  be 
lieve  will  become  necessary  to  overcome  the 
widespread  resistance  offered  us  ;  and  I  also 
believe  the  universal  draft  will  be  wise  and 
beneficial;  tor  under  the  Providence  ol  God 
it  will  separate  the  sheep  from  the  goats, 
and  demonstrate  what  citizens  will  fight  for 
their  country,  and  what  will  only  talk. 

No  one  will  infer  from  this  that  1  am  not  a 
friend  of  the  negro  as  well  aH  the  white  race.

Memphis,  Vicksburg,  Natchez.  Nashville, 
Chattanooga,  But  I  would  not  draw  on  the 
poor  race  lor  loo  large  a  propd,tion  of  its 
active,  athletic  y.jung  nirn,  lor  some  must 
remain  to  seek  tur  new  homes  and  provide 
for  the  old  ami  young,  ihe  feeble  and  help- 
les-i.

[CiRccLAB  No.  4.]  I.  By  direction  of  the 
Secretary  ol  War  it  is  ordered  that  hereafter 
no  supplies  of  any  kind  will  be  furnished  to 
prisoners  of  war  by  their  relatives  or  friends, 
except  in  casesof  illness,  when  near  relatives 
will  be  permitted  to  send  them  such  articles 
of  food  as  may  be  approved  by  the  surgeon 
in  charge  of  the  hospital,  to  whose  care  they 
will  in  all  cases  De  addressed.  Necessary 
clotting  may  also  be  furnished  by  near  rela- 
tives to  destitute  prisoners,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
post  where  they  are  confined.  Outer  gar- 
ments must  be  ot  gray  or  dark-mixed  color, 
and  of  inferior  quality.  Only  ono  suit  of 
outer  clothing  and  a  change  of  under  cloth- 
ing will  be  allowed. 

II.  It  is  further  ordered  that  sutlers  at 
military  prisons  shall  be  permitted  to  sell  to 
prisoners  only  the  following  articles,  viz  : 
Writing  materials,  postage  stamps,  tobacco, 
cigars,  pipes,  matches,  combs,  soap,  tooth- 
brushes, hair  brushes,  clothes  brushes,  scis* 
sors,  thread,  needles,  handkerchiefs,  towels, 
and  pocket  looking  glasses 

III.  This  order  will  not  be  understood  as 
prohibiting  prisoners  of  war  from  receiving 
clothingor  other  articles  not  contraband  from 
their  relatives  or  friends  residing  beyond  our 
lines,  when  forwarded  by  flag-of-truce  boat, 
or  any  other  authorized  channel,  so  long  as 
the  prisoners  of  war  held  at  Richmond  and 
other  Southern  prisons  are  permitted  to  re- 
ceive the  same  articles  in  the  same  manner 
from  their  relatives  and  friends  in  the  loyal
